Chairman Wall Admits Their Defeat By that Plu­ 
rality-New York, Illinois, Nebraska and Many 
Other States Also In Line—218 Republican Con­ 


gressmen Secured. 


C h ic a g o , Nov. 7 —Reports from mil 
over the country only indicate in­ 
creased majorities for republicans. 
They will have a majority of about 
sixty in the house of representatives. 
There were many surprises. One of 
the latest is that the republicans elect 
the state ticket in Missouri and three 
congressmen in Kentucky, defeating 
Wilson, West Virginia and Herman of 
Indiana. 
Democrats probably carry Califor­ 
nia for governor. In Illinois the repub­ 
licans carry the state by seventy thou­ 
sand, and the entire congressional 
delegation with but one exception. In 
New York the republicans get tr.irty- 
one out of thirty-four congressmen. 
Minnesota, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin. 
North Dakota, Montana, Washington, 
Kansas, Colorado, Iowa and Idaho are 
all republican. 


c h ic a g o , “Nov. 7 .—According to the 
Chicago Tribune's Washington corre­ 
spondent Chairman Faulkner of the 
democratic congressional committee 
concedes the republicans forty major­ 
ity in the next congress. 
The repub­ 
licans will have at least 205 to 151 of 
opposition, including both democrats 
and populists, in the next house. This 
assures the control of twenty-seven 
states, a clear majority in case the 
election of President should be thrown 
into the house. 
This majority represents a gain of 
sixty to seventy-five seats. 
Besides 
this it is hoped to gain senators in 
West Virginia, Delaware and New 
Jersey, and to save Wyoming, Illinois, 
Nebraska and Colorado. 
It was claimed by enthusiastic re­ 
publicans late last night that not a 
single district has yet been dropped 
from the list. 
New York state shows 
up with twenty-four to twenty-five 
republican 
congressmen, 
Wisconsin 
with eight, Indiana with eight and 
Illinois with sixteen. 
In Michigan the 
republicans elect a solid delegation. 
Iowa will have not more than one 
democrat in the next house and per­ 
haps a solid republican delegation. 
Ohio elects sixteen republicans at least, 
while Pennsylvania will have twenty- 
six republicans. The democratic party 
managers do not admit the claims of 
the republicans, but heavy republican 
gains are freely conceded. 
Returns by the Associated Press 
show a congressional gain for the re­ 
publicans of 56. 
These gains are dis­ 
tributed as follows: West Virginia, 3; 
New York, 12; Massachusetts, 4; Mary­ 
land, 3; Kentucky, 2; Pennsylvania, 5; 
Illinois, 5; New Jersey, 3; Connecticut, 
3; Kansas, I; Ohio. G; Indiana. I; North 
Carolina, I; Rhode Island, 2; Michi­ 
gan, 3; Colorado, I; Wisconsin, 
I;

T H E FULL RETURNS. 


P. Wheeler movement did not have any 
material effect on the ticket, for his 
Tote outside of New York and Kings 
was small and did not exceed a total 
of 4,000.
